THE LATE HE FRV WINTER DAVIS.

The dentil of Henry Winter Davis at this 
moment is a national calamity. His rare powers 
were in their perfect prime, and he had dedicated 
all that he was, truly anil nobly, to liis conntry. 
At this crisis, when the best statesmanship, iii- 
spised by the best courage, is so much needed, it 
is hard to part with him. 

Nature had done much for this remarkable mi 
Elegant in person, elastic in step, and winning „ 
manner, he arrested the attention of all who saw 
him, and when he spoke the first impressions were 
confirmed. He was rapid and direct, lie went 
straight to tlio point. He abotiuded in ideas. 
Language lent her charms. Among the living 
orators of the country he had few peers. Profes¬ 
sional studies and political experience added to 
[bis powers. Had he lived, I know not what In ' ' 

lie might have reached. Never before laid be .^_ 

so 'completely master of bimself, and never before 
did he see so clear and glorious n line of duty. As 
the occasion was vast, so, I doubt not, would have 
been his efforts. Ho looked to nothing less than 
the complete enfranchisement of his country, and 
the redemption of all the promises of our leathers 
in tiie Declaration of Independence. In this cause 
he was a leader. 

In a recent publication he had touched this great 
question to tlie quick. When he said that a Btute 
which denied the elective franchise to a consider¬ 
able portion of its citizens, could not be considered 
“a republican government,” and he earnestly in¬ 
sisted that all such rights should be reformed. Ilf 
was right. All honor to the champion. Alas 
that he is not here to help in the battle which it 
at hand. With what force and beauty, with 
what intensity and eloquence, he would have illus¬ 
trated the congenial theme.

There 
things he could uot bear, his warm nature glowed 
at the thought of wrong or usurpation ; nor could 
he check the currente of his soul, even il they 
threatened to dash against persons powerful in 
place or influence. A President like Abraham 
Lincoln, was not above his honest, fearless 

His country owes much to him. Living in a 
State which panted with the throes of the rebel¬ 
lion, and surrounded by a disloyal population, he 
was from the beginning austere in his patriotism. 
He made no compromises. He stood by the flag 
at all hazards. And as the conflict deepened, 1 * 
was among the foremost to see that slavery was 
great Rebel. Against slavery he struck. He had, 
the inexpressible satisfaction to witness the first] 
stages o f its overthrow, and he was girding himself 
for the final battle with the great Rebel under the 1 
new form it had assumed. In striking against slave¬ 
ry he set an example to his fellow-citizens every¬ 
where. If he, whose home was in a slave State, 
and wKose friends were slave-masters, could strike 
such blows, it was hard to see how citizens of other 
places, where slavery did not prevail, conld hesi¬ 
tate. Hereafter, when recent events are recorded 
in faithful annals, This name will be mentioned 
proudly and gratefully. 

There is one community that will cherish his 
memory with especial reverence. It is his native 
State of Maryland, Among all the sons she has 
given to the country, there is none who can tat 
named before him. I do not forget William Pink- 
ney, the finished lawyer, or Charles Carroll, the 
signer of the Declaration of Independence ; but 
there is nothing in the career of either of these 
which claims superiority over tkatfof Henry Winter 
Davis.

Mr. Chanler, of New York, (Dem.) expressedhis 
views upon this subject. Suffrage once established 
here, the principle must hereafter exclude all the 
negro race throughout the United States. This is 
a white man’s government, and the attempt of Con¬ 
gress to govern the people of the District of Colum¬ 
bia by such radical measures as that now pending 
was contrary to the Constitution of the United 
States and the spirit of the Declaration of American 
Independence. The American sovereign is the 
white working mm, who acknowledges no master; 
but this bill proposed, to give suffrage and a part in 
-the government to the subjects of King Cotton, 
who v.i, buried by the white volunteer forces. The 
Union is the emblem of the triumph of the white 
. race, and should never be surrendered to the black. 
The arrogant majority of the Honse by this bill 
1 were enacting the same outrage which alienated 
the colonies from the another country, and nullify¬ 
ing the express will of the people of the District of 
Columbia, whohad so emphatically declared against 


the United htates to extend the 
to the negro here or elsewhere. There was no par¬ 
ticular necessity for extending it at this pamcn far 
time in this District, and he apprehended from the 
passage of the bill injurious effects on immigration 
as well as on tlie prosperity of thea,country.

HOW MARRIAGES ARE BROUGHT ABOUT. 

To refrain from saying and doing anything which 
wifi tend to prevent or break off a contemplated 
marriage between families is considered to be a 
good thing, or a meritorious course.

It has become a kind of pro¬ 
verb, that neighbors cannot be trusted in what they 
say in regard to a contemplated betrothal They 
seldom or never tell the truth if it would be unfar 
vorable, or be apt to lead the go-betweens to look 
elsewhere for a companion for the girl or boy of 
(heir employers. 


St Neighbors, uninvited friends, or even perfect 
strangers to the parties, if they please, are allowed 
to come in and see the bride dining the evening 
of the day of her marriage. This is a veiy trying 
ordeal for her, as she may not refuse to be seen by 
them, nor absent herself from the gaze of the pub¬ 
lic. She is obliged to stand while a company of 
spectators observes her appearance and criticizes 
her deportment. They indulge oftentimes in 
great liberty of remark about her, which she must 
hear with composure. She must conduct herself 
with decorum, neither laughing, nor becoming 
angry, nor engaging M conversation with any but 
her assistants, who attend her constantly, and aid 
her in walking and standing, presenting a placid 
and unmoved countenance, notwithstanding the 
witty jokes or coarse impertinence of (he a peo ta_ 
tors.

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LAPLACE AND BIOT. 

M. Biot, when a young and totally unknown 
professor of mathematics, ventured to write to 
Laplace, who was then printing the Mecanique 
Cleeste (made accessible to English readers 
by Mrs. Somerville, in her Mechanicism of the 
Heavens ;) the object of Ms letter was to gain 
sight of the proof-sheets as soon as they were 

E tinted, in order that he might go over the caleu- 
itions for his own benefit* and rectify any errors 
of the press that might easily pass unnoticed to 
the author. Laplace consented with great kind 
ness ; and from time to time young Biot brought 
his corrections, and with them a list of doubts and 
difficulties, wMch in general were explained by the 
great astronomer, hut sometimes not a little per¬ 
plexed him. The piquant part of the anecdote is, 
that these obscure passages were generally those in 
which Laplace passed over the details with the 
conveMent formula, “It is easy to see.” . . . 

But so far from being easy to see, it often required 
considerable research to see it. 

At the time he wrote the formula, the idea was, 
doubtless, clear to his mind, but now, when called 
upon to explain—when placed in the position of 
the reader who did not see—Laplace was himself at 
fault. “ Then he patiently sought to recover it by 
various ways, both for my benefit and his own ; 
and this was the most instructive of commentaries. 
Once T saw him pass nearly an hour in the en- 
,■ o recall the chain of reasoning wMch he 
sealed under the mysterious phrase il rst 
nr ” (it is easy to see). What a benefit to 
they could always have their proof-sheets 
! How many of us would find ourselves 
able to explain the grounds upon which 
propositions rest. But readers who think out what 
they read are rare, and thus we escape "detection. 

On another occasion M. Biot having made a 
important discovery in one of the ahstrusest 
branches of mathematics, wMch had baffled every 
one, mentioned it to Laplace, who listened with 
great attention, questioning him respecting his 
method, and the details of the solutions, and finally 
desired him to bring his memoir on the following 
day. Joyfully, yet tremulously, the yoHng mathe¬ 
matician presented his memoir to the illustrious 
master. Having carefully read it, Laplace said, 

1 ‘ This is an excellent bit of work ; you have taken 
the right path. But the notions you present at the 
close are somewhat too remote. Don’t go beyond 
the actual results you have reached. The present 
state of analysis does not permit of your going 
further.” After a struggle, which every author 
will understand, Biot yielded, and struck out the 
conclusion. “Now,” said Laplace, “all is very 
good. Present your memoir to-morrow to the 
Academy, and dine with me afterwards.” 

To-morrow came, and at the Academy the young 
an found the great Monge, who had been in¬ 
formed by Laplace of the discovery, and spoke 
about it; Lagrange and Lacroix were also there ; 
and no less a person than Gen. Bonaparte, recently 
arrived from Syria; hut the General was a less 
terrible person to the young mathematician than 
was Lagrange; and when Bonaparte, glancing at 
the diagram, exclaimed, “I know that by the 
figures,” Biot silently thought to himself, “you 
must be very clever to recognize those figures, inas¬ 
much as nobody except Laplace has ever seen them 
before; ” and Ins respect for the General’s opinion 
on such questions must have oscillated about zero. 
And now comes the beauty of the anecdote. The 
memoir was read, and i mm en s e success obtained, 
—Biot was “a made man.” He accompanied La¬ 
place home, receiving his congratulations on the 
way. Arrived there, Laplace said, 11 Come into my 
study for a minute, I have something to show you. ” 
Biot followed, sat down, and prepared to listen. 
Laplace unlocked a little drawer, took out a bundle 
of papers yellow with age, and “there he showed 
me aEmy problems solved by that very method which 
I had discovered. 

He had made the discovery years before, but had 
been arrested by the very difficulty wMeh he 
pointed out to me ; and had paused, where he had 
i advised, me to pause—hoping at some future time 
fto surmount the obstacle. He had never men- | 
tionsd this to any one—not even to me when I 
brought my memoir to him.” A more noble anec¬ 
dote is not to be found in the annals of seienoe. 
Instead of the irritable jealousy so usual among 
men, instead of (he clamorous assertion of priority, 
and the ignoble insinuations of plagiarism, we see 
here a man not only capable of abnegation in favor 
of a younger rival, but capable of & delicacy as rare 
as the abnegation, never alluding to his own dis¬ 
covery until his rival had obtained complete suc¬ 
cess, and obtained it partly by the judicious advice 
move what was hazar dous in the memoir.
